INnMIlTATING A MEMBjER OF THE 
HOUSE. 

The Leader of tho Opposition wouM 
Beem to havo laid hiinsolf opon to n, seri- 
ons charge. To all appoarmices ho haa 
boon KiiiHy of tlio offonco of attompting 
to intimiduto a mettiber of the House of 
Assembly from tho exercise of coDstitu- 
lional piivilogea. His attack on tho senior 
meniljer lot Yale was made with thoavow- 
ed obj 'Ct of d living tliut hou. gentleman 
into vutiuf,' with tho Opposition or not 
voting at all. lAIr. Wulkcm brouRbt for- 
ward tlio uharKO uuJei- tho specious plea 
of wiHbing to ooneervo the indopondence 
of Parliament by preventing a member 
voting on questions in whicb, directly 
or inilireetiv, ho may have an iiiterejt. 
But wliila uttering tlioso highly moral 
BOutiiufntB he wxs Liuiself Ruilty of an act 
tbat Htrikos at tho very root of (Jonstitu- 
tiouul Govurnmont aud wliioh, if allowed 
to piis9 uoreiJi-ovod, will clogrado a body 
tbat he proftssos au oarnost desiro to ele- 
vate aad protect. lu t-ll'ect Mr. Walkem 
said to Mr. Maia— "You are about to vote 
witli tUe Governiiieut. . It you so vote I 
shall invoke the power of the Supreme 
Court to puni-h you. Vote with tho Op- 
po-ilion or refruiu from voting and you 
shall hear no more of this cLiurge." Ttiia 
was intimidation. It is pructicnlly sap- 
ping the Independence of Parlinment to 
thcauten a member that if lie does not 
•/•vote right" or does not vote at all lie 
shall bo financially rained. Had Mr. 
Mara been gnilty of the offence laid 
agaiust him, or had he been made of more 
pliable material, ho would have walked 
out of the Houi-i) ratlier ihiin incur tho ribk 
of linvncid ruin, but boiu'; innocont 
and plucky he delied his accuser. Ho 
taunted Uim with corrnpt uud seliish mo- 
tives; showed that tho Leader of tho Op- 
position when about to face the country 
in 1875 had "approaohed" him with tbe 
throat that lie would use Pederal patron- 
age against him beuuuso ha bad not snp- 
ported tho Walkom Government; and told 
how ho had braved the consdriuencBd aud 
refused to support tUat Government oven 
at tlie risk of groat uecuniuty socrifice. 
A week has passed since the threat of in- 
voking the-powers of the Supreme Court 
Mgainst Mr. Mara was ^r^t made. The first 
step has not been taken to carry th 
tlireat into execution. Wh>? Beoauso 
Mr. Jlara is nut guilty; and Mr. Walkeiu 
knows it. We pru.lietoJ days ago that the 
case would not reach the couit. It was 
only iuteuded as '•bouace;"but "'bounce" 
will not frighten the member at whom it 
was directed, and the charge will be al- 
lowed to "drop," like Iho non-confidence 
zesolution of Mr. Wulkem. 

The offence of iutimidating a member is 
a serious one. Half-a-ctntury ago it was 
punishable by fine, imprisonment or flog- 
ging. In 1778 a man was pilloried, had 
hi^ ears out off and his nose slit for a 
'Bimilar offdnce. Coniiuemeutin tho Tower 
was frequent for intimidating irembors of 
the Uou^e of Commoas. 'Attbe present 
day, in England, one mo. _Ler found throat 
eniug another would bo expelled from 
tho House and, probably, tiued. In tlie 
case uudtr iliscusbiou nn apology or a vote 
of censure ■would seem to be neoossary to 
prevent a recurrence of the outrage. A 
week or two ago an honorable mi-mbi'r 
oUarocterized a atat ement - 6t ^ ihe^'Leat I er 
of the Opposition as ''a lie." The Leader 
insisted on an apology, which was tender- 
ed and accepted. Air. Mara has been 
charged with occupying aaeat thutliehas 
forftited. Thocharg-! will bo "drojjped." 
We leave it lo the Huuiio aud coiiulry to 
say if Le is not eniitlod to at least an 
apology from Mr. Walkem?

strong, C. Newlantl Trew, William Clark- 
son, WiUiam U. rerris.Robert W. Deano, 
William H. Lowo, Thomas R. Molnnes, 
and Alexanclor Ewen, for the puijpo;<o uf 
carrying on tbe business of Fire and 
Marine lus'.iraucn in tho Province of Biit- 
ish Columbia. Tho capital stock of tho 
said company shall be S500,000, divided 
into five thousasd shares of SlOO each, 
with tho in-ivilega to inorea .e tho simo to 
au amount not exceeding $2,000,000 by a 
vote of tho sharobolders at any uuiuial or 
sppoial meeting called for that purpone. 
Aliens as well as British subj-cts, whether 
rnsidi'iit in British Columbia, or cd>e«hero, 
may bo shareholders, Tho first meeting 
of the shareholders shaU bo hold as soon 
as $50,000 of the said capital sto<;k shall 
hove boon subscriberl, and at least ten per 
centum of that nmouut paid into ono or 
more chartered banks; the said mooting 
to bo hold in Now Westminster for tho 
purpose of elcciing a board of directors, 
composed of not less than seven and not 
more than thirteen persons. Tbe shares 
are to be paid la by instalments of'not 
more than 10 per centum of the stock 
Bubscribod, aud shall not be made pay- 
able moro frequently than once in three 
mouths.

Tue busine^8 of tbe company 
will be to effect contracts of insurance 
with any person or persons, body puhtic 
or corporate, against Joss or damage by 
tiro or lightning on any hou.=o, store or 
other building whatsoever, and in liico 
manner on any goods, chattels or personal 
estate vbatsouver; aud shall also havo 
power to effect ountructswith per.ions.body 
politic or corporate, Bgaiobt lo^s or dam 
uge by fire, storm or ti'mpest, or from any 
other caus< of, or to >hip3, boa's, vessels, 
steamboats or. other crafts navigating the 
oceans, lakes, river*, or high teas 
other navigable waters whatsouver. Tbe 
company shall have pow^et to acquire und 
hold snob real estate as may be necessary 
for tbo purpose of its bu-siness. Tbe chief 
place of buhiness of tbe .oompsoy shall be 
in the city of New "Westminster, aud it 
shall be lawful for tho said company to 
appoint re^ideut ngtuits at any poitor 
place within the Province of British Cul 
unibia or elsewhere.

EUROPE. - 
London, April 2 — Tho Post's special 
from Berlin says Prince Bismarck has 
tendered his resignation of tlio Imprrial 
Chancellorship. Hi>rr Cam[)hausen will 
lake Bismarck's place ns Chancellor of tho 
Empire. Bismurek't re.'-ignatiou is attii- 
buted in diplomatic circles to the mortify- 
ing resalts of the spring ses-ion of tiie 
BeichBtag,tho growing complication with 
Month Oerraany, and a strong personal 
feeling that his ijopularity is rapidly di- 
minialiing throughout tho country. Caiup- 
hanson'.s nomination will certainly bo re- 
garded unfavorably by the whole of Prus- 
sian Germany; in i'aot, Bismarck's reso- 
latioQ to retire cannot but be esteemed as 
a most serious calamity for the Empire, 
and occasions imtnenso excitement. Rea- 
sons for tbe step are not po.-itively known 
but recent differences bttween tho Prince 
and Gen. Von Stosch, head of tho Admi- 
ralty, is l)olieved to have provoked it. The 
Crown Prince oiuleavored to iiiduco Ibs- 
marck to withdiaw his rcsignaliou. Em- 
peror William dceliDed lo accept it, aud 
acknowledged at the same time in most 
gracious terms Bismarck's great services 
and tho country's need for their oontin- 
uanoo. Tho ICmiioror has granted Bis- 
marck a year's leave of id)senfo, which the 
Prince will shortly avail himself of to re- 
cruit his health. Ho has not indicated 
who will repie eiit him duiing his ab- 
sence; but it is coiiBidored proliable that 
Von Balo will take charge of the ministry 
of foreign afftvirs, und Uumphnusen of the 
interior.

QUARTZ MILLS PHEi: OP DUTY. 

Mr. Davie moved that wliereas in tbo 
present st ite of affairs io British Colum- 
bia it is desir.iblo to promote, by all law- 
ful meaD3, thn opening up aui develop- 
ment of Quartz Mines lu the Prcyince, 
and to that end it is expedient to en- 
courage tho introduction of machinery iu 
such mines by allowing tbo s.ini'i to bo 
admitted into tho Province fieo of duty. 
Aud whereas a.i Aot aiTordia;? picuniury 
enoouragi^uieut to tlio creotion of Quurtz 
Mills has lately pa-sad this Housa; ihere- 
foriB, ba it resolved that a respectful ad- 
dreHH bo pre-tonted to His Honor the 
Lieut?nant-'tovi'riior, pr, tying His Honor 
to urgo on the Dominion Governmi.'nt tbo 
propriety and oxpo.lieucy of e\omptin'.j 
from Customs duties, for three years all 
maobinery for Quartz Mills imported into 
.British Columbia. 

Mr. Davie s lid if it was the intention 
to encourag ) qu irtz mining there should 
bo no ojipodtion to this rc^aoliition. If 
this macliinory bo brought in it will bj 
aubjoct to froiglitaiul also road to'l, and 
that it would bo well for tho Local Gor- 
erumout to remit road tolls as woll as the 
Domiuion Government the duty. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the Government 
woro willing to remit the to Is if tb«y luul 
tho pDwor, iind ho thought they had. 

Mr. Davio continued til in it tUo Gov 
ernmont could not do this legally he 
would ank tlio House to endorse them in 
this matter and w ould bring down a reso- 
ld tion to that effect. 

Oapt. Evans, who seconded the resolu- 
tion, said 03 machinery of this kind oonld 
not be obtaininl in this country bo 
thought that wo wero not injuring estab 
lished industry; and a^'aiii, as a largo sum 
has to bo advaiu.'od prior to the raanufuc- 
tura of this imebinory ho thought the 
House could not do better than assent to 
the motion. 

Mr. Mara pointed oat that mining ma- 
chinery wiisexi'mpt from road-tells. 

Dr. Ash llionglit. tho lion, junior mom- 
bor for Cariboo should have told tbo 
House before introducing this resolution 
whether tho Dominion Government hud 
tho power to grant this r>'fiuo-.t. 

Mr. Gord'Tn would liko to hco cnnl min- 
ing and ini'liiig machinery exempted from 
duly. 

Hon. Mr. SraitliQ said it did not appear 
clear that tho Dominion Govorument 
would bo able to coniidy with this re- 
quest. Ho would say with regard to tbo 
raiaark of the hon. luombor for Nanaimo 
that this was pundy an osoeptional case, 
as this industry had not yet bdon estab- 
lished hero, aud he thought thetie should 
not bo thu flligbtast objection to passing 
tho rosolutiou. 

Mr. Gordon said that ho would oflfer no 
opposition to the resolution.

Dr. Ash moved to amend so that agri- 
cultural maobinery be also exempted from 
duty. 

Capt Evans feared that tho resolution 
as amended would prejudice the original 
motion. He was willing to Hupport all 
iiidastrie8.ahd.wonldBapport !'a separate 
resolution to exempt agricultural implo- 
monts. 

Mr. Mara thought it strange that while 
we are crying ont for protccliou wo should 
attempt to ask tho Dominion Oovornmont 
to remit tho duty olT such thinps as the 
boilers, itc.tbat can be made in the Prov- 
ince. Then again: this cannot come be- 
fore the Dominion House (hi's seasion, 
and as it was aimicg a blow at home in- 
dustries bo hoped tbat tho hon. gentle- 
m.in opposite would withdraw tho motion. 

Mr. Walkem wai against the iimend- 
moot, and rather feared for tho success of 
tho original reoolulion at Ottowa, as it 
was a Tory delicate matter. " ' : 

Hon. Mr. Elliott quite agreed' that wo 
should pass no Act which would bo in 
jurious to home industries, but ho would 
take the hon. gentleman's [Gxpi. Evana) 
word that this machinery could not bo 
manufaotnrod hero and would suggest 
that this should be limited to the qijuriz 
machinery, and thought that when tho 
Domiuion Government paw th itthisGov- 
ernuiont, though i)oor, were assisting this 
outerjiriso that it would havo groat efloct 
towards glutting tho reqnoai granted; but 
we HhouM iiDt ask for too much. 

Mr. llumphroys said that tho Prec)ii!r 
hiid endeav.ired to impress upon tho 
HouHo that there was no one here who 
could luaunfacturo boilers or enginea. 
(Cries of nol nol) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott objected to this wilful 
miarepresenltttion (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Humpliroys said that tho Prominr 
had endeavored to impress this on tho 
House; tbo House would uphold him in 
what ho slalcd (cries of no! no!) This 
macbiuery eouhl bo manufactured hero, 
and he would propose to the honorable 
gantlemau to withdraw this resolution so 
as to amend it to the eiTect that the duty 
may not bo imposed on xn.vT uiachinoiy, 
for if tho mill was to bo worked by stoaui 
the machiner., was similar to that of a 
steamboat with the exception of tbo 
siump.H, and ho oven thought that Mr. 
Spratt could turn those out. 

Mr. Gordon moved to postpone this till 
Friilay next that they may be enabled to 
find out whether the machinery can bo 
manufactured hero or not. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said Mr. Humphreys 
had said that be was against pro'o.'ting 
homo industries. Now, even tho Leidur 
of the Opt osition had told him Mr. H. 
that it was just the oppo-^ite. 

Mr. Fi.sber sai 1 it was not his intontiou 
to try aud follow Mr. Humphreys' speech 
lis it was di-ijoiutod and untrno. It prov- 
ed that he had not pai 1 att 'ution to the 
Leader of the Go/ernment's speech. 
Mr. Gordon's resolution was carried. 

A BNABIi. 

Dr. Ash moved tbat the House do now 
adjouru with » view of bringing before 
the House a most s-eriona matter, that of 
thfl decision yt'Stoiday of tlio Speaker that 
a member cannot speak on a question 
after th-a vote has been taken. He said 
this ruling was in conformity with many 
of those given by tho Speaker during this 
se.saion. ,-. . 

- Mr. Speaker — Point me otit one (hoar, 
hear ) Read tho Leader of the Goveru- 

ment'a rcaolutiou, 
Dr. Ash read it. 

Mr. Speaker— Now read the amend- 
ment. 

Dr. Ash referred to the rules about in- 
serting or adding words to a resolution to 
show that after an o,mendment baa been 
disposed of the resolution still re-nains. 

Mr. .Speaker .said the question was who 
ther the words proposed to bo struck out 
should stand part of tho (inestion. 

Hon. Mr. Sm'the said ilio amfindment 
was not to tho resolution but to the Re- 
ply; and that had b^en ruled out of or- 
der. 

Mr. Humphreys faid ho was Claiming 
the right to speak on the resolution for bo 
acknowledged having lost hia opportunity 
10 speak to tbo amendment. 

Dr. Ash, amid much laughter, with- 
drew his resolution. 

BAIIiWAT AGAIN. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that t}iis House 
regrets that Lord Cirnarvou's despatch of 
23rd May, 1870, sanctions tho substitu- 
lion of a money payment in lion of the 
Esiiuiinalt and Nanaimo llaihvay, ''a mo- 
dilioaiion, tho princ iple of which Plis 
Lordship tiiiuks roasonablo," as puch 
principle materially aliers and disturbs 
the final Setllomont made by His Lord- 
ship in 1874. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott wished to know who 
tlier this was in order for the KubHtanco 
had boon dealt with oven as lato as yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Humphreys said his resolution was 
not sub-tantially the same, and was there- 
fore in order. 

Mr. Fisher would call tbo attention of 
the llonso that not onl\ was this resolu 
tion in .substance passed yesterday but 
s veral amendments on this very qaestion 
were debated on at tho same lime. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott drew attention to those 
lines in the reply that.with r«igai:d to the 
acceptance by the Province of a money 
eiinivalenlj in linn of tbo E-<quimalt and 
Naoaiiuo portion of the lliihvay, and in 
coiiipenHation for delay, they do not think 
it advisable to ro-opon tho terms, uud are, 
theroforo, not iirepaiod to outer upon the 
consideration of the question. 

Mr. Speaker said tbat this question was 
dispo.sed of yesterday in clause 4 of the 
Reply. 

^Ir. Humphreys asked for n^apons. 
Mr. Art..Htroiig rose to a point nf order 
and askod whether Mr. >Sp(-aki'r hud given 
bis decision, and if so askod that this ab- 
surd debate should at once be Bto])pod. 
and the hon. gentleman (Mr.Humi)hrey8) 
not be allowed t ) waste the time of tho 
House any longer (hear, liear,)and if tho 
Speaker's decision was not agreed (o, put 
it lo the vote of the House. 

Mr. Hnmpbreya here withdrew his mo- 
tion. 

RTKINO. 

Mr. Armstrong asked Hon. Mr. Elliott 
is it tho intention of the Govcriimojt to 
take any stops this year towards dyking 
tlie lauds of Chilliwback and Sumass? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho Government 
would do all in its power. 

SUI'REMU COURT, 

Mr. Davio askod tho Hon. Mr, Elliott 
is it intended that a tSupremo Court shall 
be held at Cassiar this year V 

Hon.- Mr. Elliott—Very probable. 
Dr. Tolmie askod tho Hon. Ui\ Elliott 
whether in bis opinion this Pi-nvineo can 
justly olaim, under tho action of tho "Ca- 
nada Customs Laws Adoption Act, 1872," 
to bo exempt from any further cbange 
I that may siuoe have been made, or mav 
beteafter be made, in the Domiuion 'tar- 
iff • 



Hon. Mr. Elliott was of opinion that 
nnder tho "Canada Cuntoma adopti m, 
1872,;' the Tariir on cuBloms and excise 
laws in forco in Canada at the time of (ho 
Iinain'ng of tho Act were extended and ap- 
plied to British Columbia not only as 
tlioy stood at the liino^f the Aot^ ooming 
into forco, but, in tho words of the '.iot, 
"until it is otherwise provided by lawful 
authority."

MI.SORS' PKOTECTION BILL. 

Dr. Tol mio moved the second reading 
of tho Bill to prohibit tho sale or gift of 
intoxica! ing liquors or drugs to minora, 
and to prevent tho frequenting of liquor 
i-aluons by such persons. Beferring to 
the newspapers, he pointed out the at- 
tention given by the pi)lico to teizing In- 
dians and unfortunate white men under 
the influence of li(iuor, and regretted that 
hitherto no attention had been devoted to 
prevonfipg boys from rushing on their 
ruin by <iriuking and gambling in cer- 
tain places. Many sad facts had come 
to his knowledge since this Bill bad had 
its tirst reading in tho House. He had 
heard of boys under 12 years of ago being 
pcen drunk in the streets in daylight. 
Several salocm-keeiiprs, ho was happy to 
mention, rejoiced that such a Bdl was to 
become law. Ho detailed tho provisions 
of tho Bill, which was t.»kon from an Ore- 
gon Act mentioned, aud the penalties in- 
flicted in Oregon for each contravention 
of it. Dr. Tolmie concluded by quoting 
tho old and true saying that "Righteous- 
ness cxaltoth a nation; but sin is a re- 
pioacdi to any people." To bo right and 
to do right should bo the aim of every 
man. I'aitioulurly should that bo tho 
de.'-iro of those who by their follow coun- 
trymcQ have been exalted to the highly 
ro.iponsiblo trubt of represenli^ug consti- 
tuencies iu the Legislative Assembly. 
Rightly regarded, that was indeed a jjosi- 
tioii of reMpONsibility. Hh hoped that all, 
discarding poldical differeucos, would 
unite in endeavoring to render the Bill as 
u-eful as po<!:.iole. He doubted not that 
once it boeamo law, it would be faithfully 
can iod ont. 

Capt. Evans only had one objeo'ion to 
this lull, that it did no go far enough. He 
feared that if the bill were passed it would 
be inoperaiivo in the same way as the 
g!uiibling bill. Ho would therefore like 
to have a provision inserted toenforce the 
Act 

I\[r. Douglas thought snch an Act had 

long been wanted and wus in favor of it. 

!Mr. Suiiih thought it would bo a good 
bill; but there w..s a question iu his mind 
a< t ) wbi thor this wai not the busine.-s of 
the Miinicipaliiy, and as such that the 
Uou-o should not deal with it.

THE G. S. WEIGHT MYSTEiRY. 

Probable Massacre of Her People. 

Tho steamer Cariboo-Fly brings intelli- 
geueo of iho arrival of H. M. S. Rocket at 
Departure Bay from iho North in search 
of information as to the fate of the paspoii- 
gers and crew of the steamship George S. 
Wright, which was wrecked in January, 
1874, near Capo Caution, and over whiob 
a mystery has hung ever since tho disa - 
tor. The Freo Press learns from Sergeant 
Bloouiliold, of the Viotoria Poliee, tbat 
four lodiaus— 2 Kim.squt and 2 Wakenas 
— were arrested at Kim.-qut on suspicion 
of being implicaitd iu tho mas.sacro of tho 
passengers of tho Gdorge S. Wright and 
brought ilown on the war vessel. • 

At tho Ktniiiqut village at the head of 
Dean's C.iiiul, tno oilicers woro flrod at bv 
tho Indians. Tho next morning the 
Rocket shelled and burnt tho vill.igo to 
tho ground. Sergeant Bloomtiold says 
that irom the iuqiiirios m ido aud tho facts 
revealed lie feels coufldout that some of 
the crow and pai«i-ongers reached the i-horo 
alive und were afterwards mnrdered in 
cold blood, as it is apparont tbat nearly 
all the Indians know uioio or less of the 
aifair, but are afraid to speak. 

Tho Indian, reported us l)oiiig saved 
from tbo wreck i.s said lo bo one who 
served a long term iu tho Victoria jail. 

The Rocket remained at DepariuroBay 
yesierday; but will bo probably bo down 
lo-day,wben particular.s will bo obtained. 

ADDITIONAL. 

Tho infeUigouoe gleamed by the Rock- 
et's party is very coufliotiog; but the ofTi- 
cers learned enough toeouvince them that 
several of the shipwiecked persons got 
abhore and woro murdered by tbo natives, 
Tbo story is to the purport that a number 
of white men cimo a-liore in a boat, and 
tliai they liad with them a box in which 
were mauy papers and a large sum of 
money in gold and silvtr. They bargain- 
ed with a party of Kimaqut Indians (who 
were bound to Viotoria) to take them to 
Port Bnpert for seven dollars each. The 
white men wore without arms aud when 
night came and nil were a loep tho Indians 
murdered thom, and threw tbo bodies in- 
to the sea after stripping them of every- 
thing of value. Tho money in tho box 
was divided by the savages, who then came 
on to Viotoria and spent the coin. An 
Indian woman says she picked up the 
head of a white man on tht beach at Cape 
Caution, a few months offer the wreck, 
and was told to put it down again and say 
notliiiig about having found it. The ofli- 
cers found no property belonging to tho 
Wright except piutious ot the wreck 
which probably drifted ashore. 

With respect to the deatrociion of the 
village we learn that Sergeant Bloomfield 
landed with threo others from the Rocket 
and demanded four men who are suspect- 
ed of coaipliciry iu the murders. The 
Indiiins came ont armed and refused to 
givo up the men. Tho party then seized 
two of the suspected savages and made for 
the* bout. They woio llred on, but got 
back to tho bhip safely. Capt. Harris 
then gave iho tribe six hours in which 
to surrender the men. After the lapse ot 
six boors ho extended the time three 
hours lougrr. Ho t hen fired blank cart 
ridgo and the Indians ran away. The 
village w»a then shelJed and afterwards 
burned and the two men secured. No one 
was killed.

McNeil, charged with fighting on 
the public streets, said in answer to the 
Court that ho was standing talking with 
aonio friends when Massit came up and 
said bo could thrash any one'of them; he 
(MoNoil)told him to go a way upon which 
Massit airnok at him. 

Tho Court thinking that as this was 
Massifs first upiioarnnce in Court and as 
he had beon in goal sinoo Sunday that he 
had been sulliciently punished discharg- 
ed liim.

Now, why did not Inspector Bowden with 
uU bis vigilaboy detect me if I was a ■ bad 
ohurracter ? I have been a Sergeant in the 
28th tiUd 97th reglmentH. I fought and 
bled in the Crimea in both regiments ro- 
speclfully. (Prisoner here described go- 
ing to Asirino's with tho Adjutant-Gener- 
al and Astrico informing tho latter that 
his (Gannon's) board was paid in ad- 
vance.]
